Tiex-TsIN, June 11.—A fourth train started
for Pek'n at noon to-day. It carried 313 Rus-
gass with two guns and sixty-two French

troops, besides stores and a gun for the British.
The forolgners are now at Lang-Fang, forty
piles from Pekin, which it is doubtful {f they
will reach before to-morrow.

Tiex-Tsi, June 10.—-A third] train started
for Pekin this afternoon with 360 German,
eighty Bntisn and sevenly French bluejackets
snd marines.

As the Vicaroy refused permission for the
third train to depart, the foreigners boarded
the cars without it. The Chinese enginear there-
upon bolted with the engine, and the rabble be-
gan to tear up the tracks.

The Powers at the moment
of speaking had taken the final step to
noquaint the Chinese Government that un-
suppressed the Boxers the Powers
themselves would undertake the task. M. Del-
cassé ndded that the only rivalry that was
likely 10 occur would be to see which power
would ba the first to hurry to the assistance of
the distressed Europeans,

M. Deleassé sibsequently referred to the
troubles in southern China, declaring that any
*tep that France took there would be actuated
purely by econoinic motives.

TheSecretaries of the various boards yester-
day expressed the gravest fears for the eafety
of thelr workers in northern China and said
that they had hard work to find any consola-
tion in the theory that no news is good news,

“We should not bo surprised to hear at any
moment that our missionaries at Paoting-Fu
had been maseacred,” said an Assistant Secre-
tary of the Presbyterian Board yesterday. “Pno-
ting Fu is about sixty miles from Pekin and is
right in the heart of the disturbed district. We
can hear nothing from themn because the coun-
try between Pekin and Paoting Fu is occupled
by the Boxers.

The Woman's Union Mlissionary Society
of America received a letter ?'mln'rdn.“ from
Helen knox Strain, one of the missionaries
at the Brideman Memorial 8chool at Shanghal.
The letter was ma'led before the present trouble
had become very serious, but Miss Strain
wrote among other things:

“The whole world is an open sore -Africa
a sea of shed blood, India starving to death,
China on the crest of a smoking voleano. Oh,
I see nothing to hinder Him from snatching
us away any time, for surely the sorrows are
at the threshold, if not already unon us.”

The Reformed Church and the Episeopal
Church have no missionaries in the disturbed
districts of China.

The American Bibla S8ociety has ninety-seven
native  ecolporteurs, distributors of “Bibles,
at work in China under the supervision of C,
F. Gammon, D. F. Jones, Willlam Laughton,
Jaumes Neave and A, L. Shier, In 18090 these
colporteurs travelled 377,571 miles and sold
209,344 Bibles or parta of Bibles, Their work
In northern China has been practically brought
to a standstill by the Boxers,

In its annual report the American Bible
Society will publish the following statement
from its agent, the Rev. John R. Hykes,
relative to the condition of China:

“One of the greatest blows to the progress
and enlightenment of China was the conp d'vtat
of September, 1898, and the results which fol-
lowed it have been terrible and far reaching.
The reactionists have established a reign of
terror 'hroufhout the Empire, and those who
were the real patriots are either martyred, ex-
ilad. imprisonad or suppreased, But the spirit of
reform is by no means dead. One of the most

opeful signs of the year was the strenuous
opposition to  the seat{ of an-
other boy Em r on the throne at
beginning of the Chinese New Year. With
rupid means of communication, and the wide
dissemination of newspapers throughout the
country, Fuh\io opinion is being formad which
even the Empress Do wager cannot ignore, and
hm-plh\'. in this instance, it frustrated her
wicked design and Kwang Hsu is still the Em-
perorof China, albeit without power. Before the
advent of telegraphs and newspapers publio
opinion could not make itself felt now it modi-
fles and mollifles the Government itself.  Demo-
cratie ideas are becoming more widespread
every year. The violent action of the Govern-
ment toward the reformers has created a great
doal of bitter feeling agninst the Manchus,
which will pvnnmalli'a-nd in theoverthrow of the
present dynasty. Itis to be hoped that wiser
counsels will prevailin Pekin, and that a stren-
uous effort will b# made upon the part of the
central Government to suppress the anti-foreign,
anti-Christian uprisings, which the reactionary
policy hasencouraged, and for which the provine-
cial authorities are largely responsible.”

Mr. C. F. Gammon, one nt‘ the superinteand-
ents of colporteurs, has furnished the American
Bibl» Society with the following account of the
origin of the “Boxers; "

"‘l‘h»l Ho Ch'uan (Righteous Harmeny Fists )
commonly known as the Boxers, s a so-called
secret xociety, which made its first nsnwarnnm
about one vear ago. It rapidly attracted multl
tudes of men, both young and old, who formed
into small (mnds of gymnasts. Kach band
was condueted by a ‘demonized’ leader, who,
by the selection of an epileptic patient or by
the aid of hypnotism, caunsed a ‘medium’ to
display wild and unnatural symptoms or to
utter wild and strange n;ln«'h, this serving as
a basis for the claim of this society to npir{{uul
power. FEvery follower was assured of Tmmu-
nity from death or physicul injury, their bodies
being spiritually protected from sword-cuts
and bullets, By the first of last July the Box-
ers had added vast numbers to its ranks,
and all were armed with broadswords and in
some cases with flrearms. Gymnastic exer-
cises and drills were going on in hundreds of
villages, and the Boxers soon announced their
intention of rising againstfithe Roman Catholics,
there having been a strong feeling of hostility
toward them for years; a feeling which was
intensifled in 1898, when the (‘atholics purchased
a tmlo in the village of Li Lien Yuan and re-
pla it by a church. At that time mqmoen
villages nunited and attacked the chapel.

“The Boxers finally became so powerful
and s0 much in evidence that the Governor of
Shantung sent a foroe to disperse them, which
only incited them to more open and bitter oppo-
sition toward the Catholles, against whom
they began to stir up violent opposition. They
representad to ignorant multidudes that the
sympathies of the Government were with them
and adooted as a motto, 'Exalt the dynast
and extirpate the foreigners," One placard,
which was widely circulated by them, read as
follows:

The American Board Hears From Tung-Chow
~No Word Frem Other Stations,

BosToN, June 11.—-The only Information that
the officers of the American Board of Commis-
sioners for Foreign Missions have received
from the scene of the disturbances in China
since Saturday is contained in a message from
Pekin, dated yesterday. The despatch states
that Tung-Chow has been abandoned by the
missjonaries, and that the missionaries are safe
at Pekin. The native converts have been mas-
sacred and scattered,

The American Board of Missionaries stationed
there include the Rev. Dr, Chauncey Goodrich
of Hinsdgle, Mass, and wife; Rev. George D.

CHINESE EMPEROR APFEALS?

Alleged Message Asking the Powers to Re.
lease Him and Establish a Protectorate.
Special Cable Desvaich to THR SUN.

LoNDON, June 12.—The Shanghal corre-
spondent of the Daily Kxpress ¢ays he has been
fntrusted with “the duty of transmitting to the
world a poignant personal appeal in behalf of
himself and his country from the unbappy
Emperor of China.” Possibly the world's
estimate as to the value of the Exprese’s de-
spatch will differ from that placed on it by that
newspaper, especially having regard for its
place of origin and the alleged manner of its
communication.

The correspondent explains that it was by
Weng Tung Ho, ex-President of the Hanlins,
that is, the National Academy at Pekin, that he
was requested to convey the “poignant appeal.”
Weng, after being for many years the Emper-
or's tutor and confidant, was dismissed by the
Empress in 1808, but he has been, says the corre-
spondent, in constant communication with the
Emperor ever since, and it is with the special
sanction of the Emperor and his party, includ-
ing three unnamed ruling viceroys, that the
message is sent.

The messago asscrts that the Emperor approves
certain proposals for ending the anarchy which
had been brought about in the Empire by the
action of the Empress, who had caused China
to be divided among rival nations, in whose
respective portions diverse Interests prevail
and diverse laws and customs have been im-
posed regardless of the desires of the poptla-
tion. His Majesty sees that the imposition
of unwelcome laws and customs may at any
tine lead to endless confusion and eventually
to universal war,

The Government of China being virtually
non-existent the Fmperor proposes that the
forelgn Powers, whose troops dominate the
capital, shall remove him from the palnce in
which his Majesty is confined as a prisoner,
shall declare the Empress Hsl Tei and the present
Ministers usurpers and bring the Emperor,
Kwang Hsu, to Nanking, Wnchang or Shanghal,
whichever place the Powers deem most suitahble
for a new capital of the Chinese Empire under
the new conditions thus brought into existence,
It is proposed that the foreign Powers declare
a joint protectorate, which shall undertake
the task of governing the country througn his
Majesty,

The Joint protectorate, his Majeaty is made
to say, should undertake tha following meas-
ures, namely: Abolish the present boards in
Pekin, appoint new Ministers from the Empe-
ror's progresaive officials, control the selection
and framing of reformative laws, disband the
existing so-called armies, which are useless
and constitute sources of danger, substituting
therefor a foreign oMcered gendarmerie; pro-
vide gunboats for the protaction of the rivers,
assume entira control of the customs, posts
and telegraphs, working those departments
with the best Chinese officials available; es-
tablish a uniform currency, readjust the pres-
ent corrupt and unequal system of taxation,
open the country to the Powers who guarantes
the integrity of China as unreservedly as Japan
is opened; insure freedom and safety of resi-
dence, religlon, travel and pursuits for the Chin-
esa and foreigners allke, and make certain
the abolition of the present hated régime.

It s proposed further that all foreign rela-
tions shall be subjact to the approval of a spe-
cial board representing the Powers most largely
interested in China. The Emperor is repre-
sented as confessing that he i8 too weak to
change the present vicious system, but will be
strong enough to accomplish it under benevo-
lent foreign auspices. China, it is declared, is
ripe for a change. All would accept the Em-
peror, who is completely identified with the
people,

Finally, the Powers are warned that if they
scriously contemplate dismemberment of the
Empire they have faced the huge task of over-
coming dense millions possessing boundless
power of resistance, and the task will, after
centuries of work, bring the most unhappy re-
sults to both the conquered and the conquerors,
The United States and Japan are especially be-
sought to pause before resorting to dismem-
berment.

CONGER ASKS FOR INSTRUCTIONS.

He Reports the Pao-Ting-Fa Missionaries Safe
Up to the Present,

WasaINoTON, June 11.-The Department of
State received to-day from Minister Congerat
Pekin a despatch saying that the missionaries
of Pao-Ting-Fu are safs up to the present, A
bulletin on this subject says:

“Mr. Conger telegraphs the State Depart-
ment from Pekin to-day that the Pao-Ting-I'n
missionaries are safe up to the present, and
that the Chinese Government has sent troops
there and promises ample protection to the
missions, but it is not thought that this pro-
tection will insure permanent safety, It is
impossible at this moment to send any foreign
forces from Pekin to Pao-Ting-Fu,”

The conditions growing out of the Boxer
troubles have continued so critical, particu-

larly with rohu‘d to the persecution of for-
.L.M“' that Minister Conger hus again asked
the State Department for instructions as to the
course he should pursue. He asked especially as
?o the cogperationof the Americanforces with the
'orces of European nations and Japan. L]
State Department to-day sent to 1\{.’-, Conger
the instructions he desired, which are practi-
enlly a repetition of those transmitted to him
twice before. He was told in to-day's despatch
to act independently of the other foreign rep-
resentatives as far as possible, but that this
did not forbid him to act concurrently with
them for the protection of foreign interests
generally, including those of United Btates.
To-day’s developments in the Boxer troubles,
as far as they relate to the United Btates, were
of u acter to indicate how deeply con-
cerned the Administration is over the situation
in China. Men prominent in Government
circles admit that the conditions in the Orlent
may go beyond the bounds o? mere local im-
m-ruuoo as applied to China and assume an
ternational u?ﬁct. involving the United
Btates deeply in the controversy which s not
unlikely to arise among the great European
nations and Japan. Thes® men are askin
where is this thing going to end? Qnd some o
them confess that they are not optimistic as to
the outcome. But out of all the suspicion of
one another which has been engendered among
the foreign Powers who have landed marines
and seamen on Chinese soil, the fact apr ears to
stand out clearly that the United States is actu-
ated, in wndlng her armed men to Pekin and
Tien-Tsin, by the simple Rurpose of protecting
the lives and property of American citizens.
While information as to just what Mr. Conger
said in his latest request for instructions is
withheld, a synopsls of the message sent to h'm
by Mcrourhﬂay was obtained at the State De-
partment. I8 was Mr. Conger's thfrd re-
quest for instruotions, and the answer
was  practically the same as nt’\m
previously sent, although, perbaps, a trifle
more emphatic in direoting him not to
mix in any mllnml action which might be in-
dorsed by the foreign representatives at Pekin.
Mr. Conger was told to act energetically in
protecting American [nterests, Including no
only the legation at Pekin, but the lives an

PAYS 813,600 FOR 8680 BRICK.

Nebraska Bank President Swindled by a
Clever Crook With an Old Game.

DexvERr, Col, June 11.—A brick of copper
about three feet long, three inches thick and
nearly four inches wide is at the United States
Mint here. It weighs 600 ounces and is worth
86 80, For itsa possession William Kerr, Presi-
dent of the Adams County Bank at liastings,
Neb , paid $13,600 to some man whose name and
present address are unknown to him. Mr.
Kerr s now seeking him with the aid of many
detectives.

Mr. Kerr was taken in by an honest-appear-
ing stranger, wbo came to inquire about the
bank president's cousin, Albert Kerr, whom the
stranger sald was his former mining partner.
Banker Kerr did not know where his cousin
was, but expressed a willingness to take his
eousin’s place as a partner in the mining scheme
which the stranger unfolded to him. The
wtranger said he would have preferred Albert,
but finally consented to take in the banker

Mr Kerr wont with him to a place near Leav-
enworth, Kan AlrMF there, he was con-
ducted at midnight fo a cave in the woods,
where they were met by an Indian. The brick
was produced, 'nd some of it was taken out with
a gimlet by Mr, Kerr. This sample he carried
to Kanesas City, where he had it assayed. The
result showed a value of $20 an ounce, making
the brick worth something more than $18,000.
Mr. Kerr drew on his bank for $18,800, which the
owners of the brick had fixed as their prioe,
and returned to Leavenworth. Another visit
was made to the cave and an exchange was
made  Mr, Kerr came home with the under-
standing that the stranger was to meethim here
Just Sunday with papers to convey to Mr. Kerr
a third Interest In the mine

The straneer did not return and Mr. Kerr
sent the brick on here to be assayed.

PHYSICIANS DEFEND MISS TURNER.

They Refute the So-Called Confession of Her
Father's Murderer.

RicaMoND, Va,, June 11 At the trial of A.
C. Gilligan for the murder of Beverly Turner
two physicians testified to-day to the purity of
Miss Isabel Turner, daughter of the murdered
man, thus disposing of part of Gilligan's so-
called confession. Miss Turner’s testimony on
Saturday and this confirmation of her own de-
fence of her honor has caused a revulsion of
feeling against Gilligan, and intense indigna-
tion now prevails in Isle of Wight county that
such a charge should have been made.

The two physicians were summoned by tele-
graph yesterday and went at once to the scene
of the trial. On the stand to-day both swore
that the girl was pure and that there was no

round whatever for the allegations accusing
ﬁﬂ- of improper conduct. Counsel for the de-
fence, realizing that their case had received a
blow, disclaimed at once any desire to reflect
upon the purity of the girl and took th» ground
that the Sheriff had maae up the story out o
the whole cloth and that he was drunken an
untrustworthy.

The assertions of Miss Turner that she was
not with Gilligan on the night that he shoi her
father were backed up t y by the testimony
of her mother and Ned S8mith, the little boy
who was with her on the evening In question.

The testimony of the Commonwealth s now
pearly all in, &and to-morrow, most probably,
the defence will begin its work. It is thou:?n,
that it will have little to offer except the testi-
mony of Gilligan himself and the bundle of love
letters mleﬁed to have been written by Miss
Turner to the prisoner. 8ince the testimony of
the two physicians to-day it is not thought that
the letters will have much weight.

RUSH T0O KANSAS WHEAT FIFLDS,

Farmers Employing All Laborers to Harry
the Harvesting.

At Kansas City this morning an army of labor-
ers boarded the westbound trains, packing
soveral of them to the platforms. These men
come from Indiana, Illinois, Iowa and Missourl
and were taking advantage of the hall-fare rate,
One hundred tramps took advantage of thia
situation and climbed upon seveal westbound
passanger trains, They greatly outnumbered
the train crews and refused to leave the cars
when the conductors demanded their fares.
They sald they were without money, that they
were going to the harvest flelds of central Kan-
sas and would not be ejected. They proceeded
westward. The weather is fine and harvesting
machines willrun night and day.

DIED UNDER AN ANESTHETIC.

Heart of a Mon About to be Operated On for
Appendicitis Gives Out,

Daniel J. Colling of Fleventh street, New
Brighton, Staten Island, had violent pains in
the abdomen on 8unday morning and Dr. E.
D, Wisely was called to attend him. Dr. Wisely
got Dr. C. W. Towneend in consultation and
they ageed that an operation for appendicitis
was necessary.

BATTLE WITH YAQUI INDIANS.

Mexican Troops Defeat Them, but Lose Fif-
teen Killed and Several Wounded.

EL Paso, Tex., June I1.—News reached here
to-day of a fight last Tuesday near ‘Torin,
Sonora, Mexico, between a band of Yaqui In-
dians and Gen Torres's cavalry. The Indians
raided a fortified ranch near the Mexican line
and after capturing the place seized a herd of
cattle and a quantity of grain that was stored
there. They were in full retreat toward their
mountain stronghold when Gen. Torres ordered
his cavalry to pursue them. The cavalry over-
took the Indians just as they wera dicappearing
among the foothills and a running fight, lasting
an hour, oocurred.

The Indians hurried forward afew of their
party toward the mountain with the cattle, but
the bulk of them hid themselves among the
rocus and waited the coming of the soldiers,
For a time there was some sharp fighting on
both sides, but the Mexicans outnumbered the
Yaquis three to one and soon drove them back.
Tho"ndlunn left & dozen dead men behing them,
but carried their wounded away. The Mexican
loss exceeded that of the Yaquis, having fifteen
killed and several wounded

The main Indian force now occupies the
Bacatee Mountain range and holds a territory
fifty miles in length. Gen. Torres's troop« are
posted at various fortified towns on all sides of
the mountains. He has 6,000 men now under
his command. These endeavor to keep the In-
dians out of the valleys. The Yaquis make
daily foraging expeditions and greatly harasa
the troops. They have stolan thousands of
head of cattle and destroyed much property
during the past few months,

KILLED FIVE OF ONE FAMILY,
Insane Hired Man Wounded Three Others and
Only Let One Child Escape,

MoosoMmIN, Assinibola, June 11.—A Sheriff's
posse which returned here late last night from
Welwyn, a village twelve miles to the north,
brings details of the killing on Saturday of
Postmaster Alexander McArthur, his wife and
three children, Dempsey, aged 12; Charles, 8;
and Russell, 4. Mamle, aged 6, Henry, 2, and
the baby, 3 weeks old, were wounded. The
baby will die.

The crimes wera cogpmitted by John Mor-
rison, a hired man, who used an axe. He spared
one girl, who ran to a neighbor’s house and told
the story. Men set out on the trail of the mur-
derer. ¥lo was fougd during the evening
bleeding from a wound in the chest, which he
said he had inflicted with a gun after leaving
the Modrthur house,

There appears to be ap utter absence of
motive for the act of Morrison, who was con-
sidered qu'et and well behaved. He s 27 years
old, was born in Glasgow and came to this
country about eight years ago. The only ex-
planation is that he had a tampnrargmmok of
murderous insanity. He will probably recover
from his wound.

A Texas Family Physiclan Pulls a Pistol on a
Question of Honor,

DALLAS, Tex., June 11.—Dr, G. Taliaferro and
Wily Wilkins son of a rich farmer and lumber

There was & musketry fire ol crashe
ing of glass as wsections of the big
windows fell to the street. Regardless of this
dangerous shower the driver of the first ene
gine went down into Frankfort street, his hc raeg
cavorting and neighing as the glass struck
them. There is a hydrantin Frankfort street,
but it became more appurent at once that
the fire could not be fought successfully
from this point with anything but a water
tower, So the engine was ordered around to
Park row, from which point lines of hose were
carried into the burning section from the main
bulldiag.

The water tower lay on Frankfort street tem
minutes directly under the fire-breathing wine
dows before it was elevated.,

lu the first place the horses had to be taken
from it on account of the falling glass, and for

the same reason the firemen found thems
selves  serlously  handicapped. When the
nozzie of the losse on the tower

reached the third floor the water was turned on

and there was a cataract which drench=
ed everybody Dbelow. The top of the
tower (ravelled upward slewly and

when the stream did reach the fifth foor
it did the business at once. The flames dis-
appeared in a minute or two and great volumoes
of smoke poured forth. The smoke obstructed
the view of the firemen and for a moment they
had trouble in engineering the tower. Pretty
soon the search light engine came
along and taking up a position half on the side-
walk in front of the World building and
half In the roadway. got a good rangeon

the burning building and turned its
two big powertul lights on Iit. Through
the shower of spray the double beamns

from the gearchlights plerced their wn{. trans-
forming the downpour into a beautiful electri
fountain. One oolor alter another chase
across this luminous fleld, and at times a minia~
ture rainbow was produced that lasted for &
moment, and then gave way to the fleeting
d“llo ors.

e hose used last night was apparently in
bad shape, for at five differeut points rhere
were breaks causing sudden upheavals of water
to the great discomfort of those on the street,
One break was so large that the spray from it
conld be felt as far away from Frankfort street
aw Perry’s drug store. There were three otl ep
breaks in Frankfort street and one on Park
TOW,

The fire started in Room 78 on the fifth floor
of the Frankfort street wing of the 7ribune
building, ooccupled lav the Journal adveriis~
inc deparunent and summer resort bu=
reau. %hn janitor of the Tribune bulla-
ing says the bov in charge of that room,
Charles Connolly, did npot discover the
fire until the whole room was ablaze.
Thesmoke in the hall attracted the attentio
of the janitor andothersin the building an
the janitor ran down : tairs after he saw wher:
the fire was, and after trying to use some han
c-;mnculahfrs. and told a policeman to ring an
alarm.

Inthe meantime the Tribune editorial for
in the ninth gtory of the building were alarme:
by a burst of thick smoke which penes
trated the rooms there. Some of them
tried to get downstaira by the main

wairway to the Nassau street door, and some

v wav of the elevators around which those
stairs run, but the smoke in the main hall was
too thick. There was no_fire there, but the
smoke was suffocating The elevators were
able to run only to the sixth floor,
They made several trips as far as that floor
and broyght down everybody in that part of
the buflding below the Tribune editorial floor
except such as had been uble to walk down bee
fore the sinoke became too dense,

The men in the Tribune editorial and compos«
{ngrooms when they found that they ecould not
get down the mouin stairs made for an slevator
which runs from the rear of the building
on the Sprioee street «ide to the composing=
room all the way in a closed shaft, with
no openings for stops between the ground floor
and the composing room. Charles Gehrin
threw out two li ‘e ines that reached to the roo
of THE SUN bullding. Compositors from Tas
8N rooin ran to the roof and held the lines
taut.

“Take your time,” theyshouted. *‘Don"
slide down. Wrap your leg around the rope.*

Three men came down by the life lines,

The men in the Journa! editorinl rooms on
floors of the Tribune building below the fire
floor did not have to 1i|ull their work, and as
the Jowrnal mechanical work is done in ane
other building, that japer was not delaved
appreciably in getting out ite edition. The

nbune compositors went back to work in
lttle more than half an hour as the fire was
confined to the Frankfort sireet wing of ‘23
building and to the story in which it start:

Sever:l lines of THE SUN'S private fire appas
ratus were run up through the composing room
and to the roof  The windows of the floor on
which the fire staried are but a little above the
level of the roof and the hose did good service,

Through all the fire, the men in THE SUN come
posing room stuck to work with ooccasional
visita of investigation to the windows on Franke
fort street from which they could watch the
flames hut a faw feet above them,

The bov Connolly referred to above was a¢
work alone in the room where the fire began.
He tried at first to stamp out the fira, and in
doing this his feet were a0 burned that he weng
over to Hudson Street Hospital to have them
dressed.

When the fire was quite out it was foun
that it had burned out the Frankfort street en
of the fift' and <ixth stories, and the window
casings of the seventhstory., The damage was
estimatad at $10 000
